ers .Amalgamated union, and until re¬ 
cently a Labor member of parliament. 
The <}iic$ti«m is, does he belong in the 
Briand and John Burns class of trait¬ 
ors or not? 

John Burns labored in the Socialist 
nuivcmcnt. bring «me of the most bit¬ 
ter in his att.Ycks on capitalism until 
he got to parliament and was finally 
bought off by the government offer-r 
ing him a cabinet portfolio and case 
f4»r th*» r*"*-! ^'f hi* life. Tl’e c3-e of 
Briand. now premier of France, was 
much the same. There are those that 
hold that Shacklcton’s case i» differ¬ 
ent. Eduard Bern.stein. of rRe So*ial- 
istische Monatshcftc, Germany, among 
the rest. 

Shackleton was appointed by the 
Liberal government as the first Labor 
advisor to. the home office. It is 
pointed out that the offi e was created 
in response to a demand by labor, that 
it is nut political but technical in char¬ 
acter, having to enlighten the home 
secretary On industrial questions in 
connection with the enforcement of 
factory legislation, mine Inspection, 
etc., and 'iX U‘cUinted ivis better that 
the government turn to the Labor par¬ 
ty for a man than that it put in one 
of its own kind.

were found to be intelligent eninigh 
to listen to reason, the Japanese com¬ 
rades. who were the Ber^rs. Spar- 
goes. Warrens. Debsrs, Stricklands. 
Hunters and other tireless agitators 
of the land of sunshine and flowers, 
they were r.nilroaded to jail by the 
iron hand of an .autocratic capitali.<«t 
government and later put to death in 
a Way that savors of the dark days ol 
the inquisition. 

The foregoing outrage and garbling 
of news shows the greater necessity 
of a Socialist press and if it were not 
for this source of information we 
might still be in ignorance of the ju¬ 
dicial murder of our loyal Japanese 
comrades.

dom by bloody judicial methods. So¬

Working time for all 
drivers and stablemen was fixed at 
nine honrs per day. The bottlers re- 
reived an increase in wages from 
$i 65 per day: working time for bot¬ 
tlers was redneed from nine to eight 
hr>urs per day. The engineers and 
hrenaen who already had the eight- 
hour day. received an increase in 
wages of $1.50 per freek. For the la¬ 
borers who heretofore worked partly 
op to eleven hoars per day, work¬ 
ing time was hniformly hxed at eight 
hours per day. 

Boston, Mass.—After a prolonged 
strike, which began on the 25th of 
July, 1010, the Photo-Engravers have 
won a complete victory and the strike 
has been declared off. While the ex¬ 
act terms of the settlemen. have not 
been made public, it has been an¬ 
nounced that every one of the 240 
strikers will be reinstated, and that 
the terms include a weekly minimum 
wage scale of $2t, an eight-hour day, 
pay for overtime and apprentice reg¬ 
ulations. This strike has attracted 
much attention because of the many 
injunctions, some of which even de¬ 
nied the men the right to strike. 

Monaco, Pa.—All iron mold^rs in 
the employ of the United States 
Sanitary Manufacturing company of 
this city ar* locked out because they 
would not submit to open shop condi¬ 
tions which the firm sought to impose 
with the opening of the new year. 

For some time past an ag.'eement 
has existed between the company and 
the molders which expired with the 
close of the year. 

Negotiations were opened by the 
molders looking to a renewal of the 
agreement about a month ago, but a 
committee which was conducting the

The Labi>r Legislation as¬ 
sociation then compelled the Diamond 
company to hand over the patent to 
three trustees, who have complete con¬ 
trol to grant its use to future appli¬ 
cants.

47. it vs*as shown that the deceased 
: was clearing the park of trees and 
^ Stumps, and in attempting to saw' 
off a tree stump to which a g\iy wire 
w*as attached, he touched the wire, 
which was loc^e. and the insulation 
was worn out. thereby creating a 
short circuit, which caused instan¬ 
taneous death. The manager of the 
park, Mr. Theo. Thnelges, testified 
(hat he notified the Milwaukee Elec¬ 
tric Railway and Eight company to 
.shut off the power from the park, 
which the company failed to do. The 
jury accordingly brought in a verdict 
to the effect that Xaver Wolschon 
• me to his death by electrocution 
through the neghgence of the Mil¬ 
waukee Electric Railway and IJght 
company.

Unskilled labor does not succeed in 
unionising because of its lack of effi¬ 
ciency, according to Dr. ^McCarthy, 
and efficiency in the trades is not what 
it used to be 

Industrial education will lend to 
wipe out class lines, said its advocate 
at the meeting, and the manufacturer 
and the employee will be able to work 
hand in hand towards uplifting labor. 
Neither will the manufacturer suffer 
because the greater efficiency of labor 
will increase his profits and it is there¬ 
fore to his interest to help advance in 
dustrial education. 

The socialist would probably ask 
whi iher this greater efficiency will not 
tend to produce (lanics oftener thiii 
they are produced at present on aci* 
count of the greater product of the 
more efficient laborers. 

The report of the committee on in¬ 
dustrial education is now before the 
legislature at Madison and a plan has 
lieen evolved whereby the University 
Kxtension bureau, the high schools of 
the state, the manufactureis and the 
employees can work together to make 
this most practical form of education 
practical in its application to condi¬ 
tions existing in lAisconain.
